THE VERDICT WAS SUICIDE. 


Investigation of the Death of Charles W. 
Bennett at Hurst’s Hotel. 


An inquest was held to-day onthe body of 
Charles W. Bennett, who was killed by leap- 
ing from a third-story window of Hurst’s 
Hotel. Edward D. Bennett, his son, a hotel- 
keeper at Kansas City, testified that his 
father was about 44 years old, a nativeof Mary- 
land and a hotel-heeper by occupation.

Thurs- 
day he was too drunk to sign his name. 
He was sent to room 324, and at 9:25 
p. m. he fell through the skylight 
over the baggage-room. He must have fallen 
sixty-five feet and died in a short time. As 
the door of his room was locked, Bennett 
could only get out of his room by opening the 
window, and the witness gave it 
as his opinion that the man delib- 
erately opened the window and 
a oo ig through the skylight with suicidal 
ntent. Charles F. Huss, the bead porter, 
told of how Bennett asked him to telegraph 
his wife to come on immediately and also 
how, after put in he walked out 
of the room and had to be locked 
in. He thought it a case of suicide. 
So did Wm. Eversman of 214 Walnut street. 
Bennett called on him Thursday, intoxicated 
and excited. He seemed crazy. He wanted 
Eversman to get him a position as conductor

FOUR OF THE GREENEST PRISONERS EVER 
MET WITH IN THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 


The Four Men Succeed in Escaping Arrest 
for Sometime, land Are Finally Caught 
in a Justice’s Court, Where They Were 
Standing Trial—A Ludicrous and Dra- 
matic Capture. 


Deputy Marshals McCune and Bracket re- 
turned this morning from Poplar Bluffs, Ark., 
with four as ‘‘ornary’’ looking prisoners as 
were ever brought into town. They were 
country boys, one long and lank, one short 
and chunky, one tall and thick, one 
of medium size and all of them 
dirty, with a week’s growth of beari, dis, 
heveled hair and a general look of seediness 
and disgust. They were so green that in their 
unfortunate predicament they coulan't help 
being intensely interested in town 
sights, and they even wanted 
the deputies to stop on the street to let them 
look at the big buildings. The elevator in the 
Custom-house haif amused and half fright- 
ened them and they seemed exceedingly well 
plessed when they were given nice walnut 


chairs to sit on in the Marshal's office. 


They were arrested on the charge of run- 


ning an ilicit still at Beaver Dam, near the 
line between Butler and Carter counties, Mis- 
souril. They are Doc Hutchinson, William 
Hutchinson, Defait Harrison and Henry Ben- 
eskey. Information was received bythe au- 
thorities last November that these fellows and 
Foster were making moonshine whisky

down in that neighborhood and 
were sworn out against them. wae Foster 
was known to have three stills. e bought 
them openly and told the people there that he 
wae going to run straight. e sent here for 
the necessary license and an officer was sent 
to the country to measure hie stilis. 

He was given the requisite preliminary 
papers, and all that he had todo was to fur- 
nish bond, to get permission to run, but he 
couldn't give the bond, and he had to aban- 
don the idea of running straight, so he went to 
Marsh Wyatt, in Doniphan, Mo., and show- 
ing the preliminary papers, asa guarantee of 
bis honesty in the matter, borrowed $70 and 
gave a mortgage on his stills.

A Consolidation of Wealthy Men and a Way 
to Fight Them. 


Another bagging combination has been or- 
ganized and the prospects are that next year 
will see the price of cotton covering as high, 
if not higher, thanit was last year. Warren, 
Jones and Gratz are at the head of 
it, as they were at the head of 
the trust, but they do not speak as 


freely concerning it as they did of the trust. 
Mr. Jones said this morning that he had noth- 
ing to say 8 the cowbination one 
way or the other, and he wisbed to be excused 
from an interview. The substance of the 
whole thing is that a few friends here 
and in the East have formed 
the combination and they are 
buying the output or closing ali the mills. 
The St. Louis Bagging Co. s mill, which has a 
capacity of about 3,500,000 yards per season, 
will make no more because it has an agree- 
ment with the combination whereby it is to 
recelve an amount of bagging equal to ite ca- 
pacity at about cost. Any number of the milis 
cap be closed in this — 4 because there are 
about 13,000,000 in stock, which will supply 
those milis whose owners are anxious to run 
them. and the combination mills will make 
up the deficitof about 37,000,000 yards, the 
estimate being that the demand of the crop 
will be for about 50,000,000. 
THE SCHEME 
may not work 80 well this season as it did last, 
however, for in the first place the cotton 
men have several months’ notice and can 
relieve the pressure by importing Indian bag- 
from Dundee. The combination 
you can, you can’t 
before November or 
cember,’’ and the cotton men reply, ‘‘All 
right, that will be in time for three-fourths of 
the crop at least. They are sparring in this 
way at present; meantime the cotton men are 
scheming. Bagging is now selling at 85% cents. It 
sold last season as high as 12% cents. The 
question of price is an important one for the 
cotton men to consider before they begin to 
import, but they say they have made exten- 
sive inquiries and are satisfied that even 
with a tariff of 8 cents they can im- 
port, Mr. Cunningbam, one of the largest 
cotton factors in Liverpool said this morning 
that 14-pound bagging could be laid down in 
New York for about 5 cents, and 24-pound— 
these being the weights made in Dundee—at 
about 8 cents.

The Company Organizing to Handle and Sell 
Florida Oranges. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disra ron. 

NEw Ton, March 23.—A report was circu- 
lated yesterday that a trust in Florida oranges 
was about to be organized in this city and that 
Edward L. Goodsell was at the head of the 
movement. Mr. Goodsell is a graduate from 
Yale College in the class of 81, who entered 
the business of importing fruit and who has 
enlarged his sphere of business 80 as to 


include buying fruits from Florida and 
California. e said yesterday that the move- 
ment was notto organize atrust but to get 
up a company which would be able to han le 
Florida oranges with profit, both to the grow- 
ers and to dealers. any of the wers in 
Florida had gone there for their health and 
had planted orange groves 
They found them so profitable, however, 
they enlarged their plantations and dida 
business. These men had careful packers. 
At the same time there were many 
owners of Plantations who knew 
nothing about packing the fruit. 
They dumped them into boxes, and then won- 
dered why they had reports from the receivers 
in New York t. the oranges arrived in bad 
condition and were unfit for the market. The 
company which Mr. Goodsell is organizing 
proposes to take the packing out of the hands 
of the growers. It will buy the fruit while it 
is still on the trees and advance to the growers 
what money they need at the time for neces- 
sary expenses. If — have 1,000 boxes on the 
trees the company will assume that they have 
750, and wi pay down 50 or cents 
per box. Afterward the growers will re- 
ceive what the fruit brings, less a fair 
commission and the expenses of packing and 
transportation. A shop will be established at 
a central point where the fruit will be properly 

ded and packed and then shipped by fast 
reizht to New Orleans, Chicago, Cincinnati, 
St. Louis, Philadelphia. Baltimore, New York 
and Boston. At all these places the fruit will 
be sold at auction in open competition. 

The amount of capital stock necessary for 
this, Mr. Goodsell said, was $17,000,000, and 
the membership of the company would be 
about one hundred. He has conversed with 
some of the largest dealers in this city, Bos- 
ton and other places, and several of them 
greatly favor the scheme.

PrEesipeNnt CLEVELAND did not come up 
to the demands or the expectations of the 
civil service reformers, but he made an 
approximation thereto which is giving 
his Republican successor infinite trouble. 
The Republican platform and his own 
letter of acceptance bind HaRRISsON to ad- 
vance the reform beyond the point which 
CLEVELAND attained in the matter of 
making removals for cause only, and not 


pressure on HARRISON for place is as great 
as it ever was on his predecessor, his 
means of meeting the demands of ap- 
plicants aremore limited. 

CLEVELAND found the departments full 
of Republicans, some of whom had been 
put in and kept in by influence, and not 
for the good of the public service. It is 
safe to assume that he removed every one 
of them for whose removal any good cause 
could be found. This left, according to 
recent investigation made by a New York 
paper, in the Treasury Department at the 
close of his administration, 1,230 ‘‘hold- 
overs” receiving annually $1,885,000, and 
only 440 employes receiving $878,340 
per annum who were appointed under his 
administration. He left in the Interior 
Department 1,674 appointees of Repub- 
lican administrations drawing $2,000,000 
per annum, and only 456 appointees of his 
own administration drawing $550,000 per 
annum. In the Post-office Department 
there were 448 ‘‘holdovers” drawing 850, 
000 and only 143 Cleveland appointees 
drawing $175,000. 

These figures show an immense pre- 
ponderance of Republicans leftin office 
by Mr. CLEVELAND for lack of any non- 
partisan reason for displacing them. Can 
a Republican Administration find any 
civil service reform reason for removing 
Republicans whose record was so clear 
that Democratic place hunters and spoils 
grabbers could not budge them under a 
Democratic President? As for the little 
squad appointed by CLEVELAND, their ap- 
pointments were made very slowly, many 
of them tofill vacancies occurring without 
any exercise of the power to remove. A 
summary removal of these men, most of 
whom have held office less than two years 
perhaps, would scandalize every pretense 
of civil service reform. How then is Pres- 
ident HARRISON to meet the demands on 
him, and advance the reform of the civil 
service at the same time?

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Some of the Republican papers are dis- 
turbed by a recent speech in which Judge 
GRINNELL of Chicago, the Prosecuting 
Attorney in the Anarchist trials, declared 
that protection and socialism are identical. 
He did not say that socialism is the 
creature of protection, but in order to 
answer him they put his proposition in 
that shape and then point to the fact that 
there is socialism even in free trade 
England. There is also a privileged class 
with a land monopoly in England against 
which socialism is protesting, but neither 
free trade nor tariff protection is re- 
sponsible for that. The truth remains, 
however, justas Judge GRINNELL put it, 
that the idea of using the power of the 
State to take apart of one man’s earn- 
ings and give it to another is the dis- 
tinctive idea of socialism as well as of the 
protection policy. The only difference 
between them relates to the manner of 
exercising the power. Socialism would 
force an equitable division. Protection 
uses the power to pauperize large masses 
of men, and make multi-millionaires of 
a few.

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IN 1880 Chicago and St. Louis had each 
one-sixth of the population of their re- 
spective States, and while Chicago grum- 
bled at having to pay one-fifth of the rev- 
enue collected forthe State Treasury of 
Illinois, St. Louis paid without grumbling 
about one-third, or twice her share, of 
the State taxes collected in Missouri. 
Now when the estimated population of 
Illinois is 3,750,000 and of Chicago is 850,000 
that city grumbles at having to pay one- 
fourth of the taxes assessed on property 
by the State, and says it is more than her 
just proportion.

FATHER BETIS’ LATEST SENSATION, 


A Lecture in Louisvillle Which Has Wrought 
Up church People. 


Rev. George ©. Betts, who, while he was 
pastor of Trinity Episcopal Church in 
this city, furnished a number of sen- 
sations in his church by his depart- 
ures from the orthodox form of services 
and by his theological diversions in the pul- 
pit, is now creating similar sensa- 
tions in the Episcopal Ohurch in Louls- 
ville, Ky. Some of his recent sermons 
have been widely read by Episcopalians 


in this city and have caused much comment. 
A few evenin since began a series of 
lectures on Protestant denominations. His 
first lecture has caused a great deal ot talk in 
church circles. The fact that the Christianity 
of the present day is not accomplishing its 
mission, be said, was clearly shown by the 
number of the children of professing CObris- 
tians who are becoming infidels or atheists. 
The trouble is that, among the various con- 
flicting doctrines of the warring sects, the 
young people begin to doubt the truth of any 
of them. hen the professors of a form of 
cages ary can not ee on any conclusions, 
he people lose faith in the system. 

Speaking of the great diversity of views and 
the defection from the true church he said it 
could be summed up in one word “cowardice.” 
The claim that God permits men to worship 
Him according to the dictates of their own 
consciences, Father Betts deciared, is the 
„lie on which Protestantism is bullt. The 
speaker then took up the various forms of 
religious belief. He said that one set of men 
say thatthe true religion was committed to 
the aposties and by them transmitted to their 
successors in the Episcopacy ; that this church 
is the divinely appointed custodian of the 
true religion and the Holy Scriptures; this is 
the Roman or Episcopal Chureh. Another 
sect believes that made certain men to be 
saved and others to be lost, and that He pre- 
served the former and by a special drawing of 
the Holy Spirit brings them into the church, 
and he keens them until finally as the last 
breath leaves their bodies their souls are im- 
mediately ushered into his glorious nce 
amid triumphal hatllelujahbs. Another sect 
believes just the contrary of this doctrine, 
and holde that the salvation is offered 
to all. One sect makes saivation depend 
— the form of admission into the (church, 
while anotber disregards entirely all definite 
deciarations of faith and hoids nocreed. The 
last sect to be considered bolds the Scriptures 
only to be a beautiful allegory, with ideas ap- 
a a pee dressed in the garb of realism. 

eyond ese secta there are the skep- 
ties and infideis who, the speaker 
claimed, were more deserving of respect than 
any of the dissenters from the church. He 
could not blame them for doubting, and he 
did not think God would biame them as long 
as the warring sects refuse to accept the 
church unity. While he might have some 
harsh words forthe sectarians, Dr. Betts said 
he would have nothing buat kindness for the 
infidel in hie series of lectures. 

Commenting on the lecture a Louisville 
paper said: ‘‘Father Betts lecture caused a 
decided sensation, and the series will no 
doubt attract universal attention, although it 
is not likely that the various orders of Chris- 
tians who differ with the lecturer, — 
those nominally of the same chureh, will 
relish the idea of being consigned to perdition 
by the brilliant but uncrownec Pope of the 
local High Church Episcopalians.’’ 


SICK AND DEAD TOGETHER, 


The Sad Condition of a Family in Monroe 
County, Alabama.

BimMIncuaM, Ala., March 2%3.—J. A. Beas- 
ley lived with his wife and two children in a 
rude cabin in Monroe County remote from any 
settlement. About two weeks ago the entire 
family were taken sick with typhoid fever. 
There was only one bed in the cabin and in 
this the father, mother and two children lay. 
They were unabie to do anything for each 
other or to go for assistance. When discov- 
ered a day or two ago the children were dead 
and their bodies were still lying in the bed be- 
side their sick father and mother. Mrs. Beas- 
ley was raving with delirium and her husband 
was too weak to rise from the bed.

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BURNED TO DEATH. 


A Life Lest and the Standard Bagging 
Mills Destroyed. 


The fire at the Standard Bagging Mills, 1026 
Stoddard avenue, yesterday afternoon, was 
fully described in the extra edition of the 
Post-DrspaTcH. The fire originated in the 
highest part of the building, but quickly 
spread over the entire structure, the material 
used in the manufacture of bags being 


very inflammable. The 250 men, boys and 
giris employed in the works got out safely ex- 
cept Mrs. Delia L. Le Brecht, a widow, of 1318 
Scuth Sixth street, who was working on one 
of the upper floors, and Charles Suffrony, a 
workman. rs. Le Brecht was probably be- 
wildered by the smoke and flames that 
rushed along the floor where she was 
ewployed and after frantic efforts to 
eacape was overcome by the flames. When 
her body was found after the fire had been 
controlled it was almost unrecognizable, be- 
ing fearfully burned. Mr. Suffrony remained 
on the third floor, driving the bewiidered 
girls down stairs until the flames 
eut off his escape. He then jumped 
from one of the windows and alighting 
in bis feet fractured his left leg at the ankle. 
He was taken to his home, 1209 Emmet street. 
It is not known what caused the fire. The 
department after an hour’s hard work suc- 
ceeding in mastering the fames.

THE CROP PROSPECTS. 


A Beport on the General Condition in the 
Middle and Western States. 

Cnrcaeo, III., March 28.—4 local paper 
prints to-day two columns of reports from 
correspondents in the Middle and Western 
States on the crop prospects. From these re- 
ports it appears there has as yet been prac- 
tically no seeding of spring wheat. The ground 
in Dakota and Minnesota is in good con- 
dition for seeding as soon as it warms up, 


but there was so little snow during the winter 
seeding 


still prevails throughout Iowaand farmers 
are not sowin spring wheat to any 
great extent. There seems to be 

usually large amount of co 

farmers’ hands in lowa, and at 

itis not likely to come forward. 

Illinois the acreage sown to oats is almost as 
great as that devoted to corn. The seedin 
season in IIlinols is earlier than usual, 
little has been done yet. The ground is very 
dry and rains seem absolutely essential to the 
success of the seeding. 

The general conditions of the winter wheat 
crop up to this date are backward. The dis- 
tribution of the rainfall has not been 

In Michigan, Northern IIlinois, Indiana 


good 
and Ohio, the ground is dry. in the South- 


western portion of the winter wheat belt there 
is plenty of moisture, and the crop is wing 
fast and doing well. Reports from Michigan 
say they want good warm rains to start e 
wheat growing. Stocks in farmers’ bands in 
that State are not more than one-half the 
usual amount atthis date. Someof the mills 
are importing largely from other States the 
wheat they are now grinding. Southern Ohio 
reports fine growing weather, and that ali the 
wheat now in farmers’ hands will be needed 
for home consumption. 

Southern Indiana reports warm and spring- 
like weather. In Northern Indiana plenty of 
rain for the remainder of the month is needed 
badly. In Southern Illinois the wheat is in 
22 growing condition and less good wheat 
n farmers’ hands than for many years at this 
time. 

Tennessee and Kentucky both report that 
the growing wheat crop was never better. 
The plants are starting off strong and healthy. 
Farmers’ supplies have nearly ail gone to 
market. The condition of the wheat 
crop California is changed for 
the better to some extent by 
the rains of last week. Over half an inch of 
rain fell. Although tothe observer the in 
in Central California looks well, yet the rivers 
and creeks are as dry as last September and 
the grain lives on the surface moisture. If in 
the near future only average a rains fall, 
the harvest will not exceed the comparative 
— of the preceding years. Reports from 

ashington Territory are of a favorable char- 
acter, so far as the growing crop of wheat is 
concerned. There is quite a large amount of 
wheat in the country to be moved off vet. 
The milling situation is good, millers paying 
equai to & cents for wheat in Tacoma.

ALL A FAKE. 


The Alleged Discovery of Rich Gold Deposits 
in Lower California. 


Cnuicaco, III., March 2%3.—Louils Levin of 
Chicago, who has lived in San Diego, Cal., 
during the last year, returned yesterday after 
a brief and decidedly unsatisfactory trip to 
the Lower California mines. 

It's all a fake, said he to a reporter, 
**but it has been so worked thatoneis duped 
before he knows it. The excitement in San 


— has nearty died away, but for two 
weeks a craze seemed to have struck 
everybody. Several hundred ot San Diego's 
best business men even temporarily 
abandoned their business to run to the newly 
discovered gold fields. I was in San Diego 
the same week that the first news of the dis- 
coveries was brought to town. Threeor four 
Mexican and Indian miners had been display- 
ing some remarkable nuggets which they 
claimed to have found in Lower California. 
They would under no circumstances divulge 
the location of the placers, but by sharp 
diplomatic handling and under promise of the 
strictest secrecy they gave the location as in 
the Santa Clara ranges. This was enough. 
Of course such news was too good to Keep, 
Men whispered the secret to one another and 
inside of twenty-four hours the whole town 
was in a ferment of excitement. I and 
three others left San Diego the morning of 
March 3 with a team and well supplied with 
provisions. We traveled for five days over 
the roughest, meanest country I ever saw. 
The distance from San Diego to Ensenada is 
about 140 miles. Whenever it was 
not mountainous the country was a 
desert with nothing but cacti, 
Spanish bayonets and like vegetation. There 
was not even grass enough forapony. When 
we reached the mines the camps were in a 
fearfully excited state. How bloodshed was 
yrevented is more thanI can imagine. It was 
almost impossible to secure pees sions.

Gould ciaims for his company, after the 
manner of Mr. Huntington with respect to 
the Central Pacific, the credit for much of 
the increase in the value of real estate in the 
city which bus marked the last decade. 
He points to the efficiency of the elevated 
railway service, the agreeable character of the 
transportation, and holds that the system is 
superior to any other that is practicable. He 
asks, then, if it is either wise for the city or 
just to the Manhattan Oo, considering its out- 
lay, to permit any other method to be 
adopted. 

The last question can be readily answered. 
It is nothing less than an impudent one in 
view of the fact that two-thirds of the capi- 
talization of the Manhattan Co. is water and 
that the people have repaid several times 
over all the money, both principal 
and interest, which has been actually 
expended in the enterprise. To bring up the 
subject of justice in the face of the scandals 
which have attended the manplulation of 


the elevated road securities is far from pru- 


dent on the part of Gould. 

There is no need of belittling the work 
which has been done by the Manhattan Co. 
That is admitted and more than remunerated, 
But its system is at best a makeshift. Some- 
thing ofa better and more permanent char- 


acter is now in order. We want no more iron. 
| bridges to obstruct. the streets, 


and, 
with the crowded ocondition of the 


trains . 3 and evening in mina, 
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made adequate to the public demand. Gould 
talxs of gompleting the roofing over Third 
and Ninth avenues with a third track for ex- 
press trains. His plan thus involves an in- 
definite extension of the abuse of the high- 
ways by structures of insufficient strength and 
solidity for the kind of rapid transit which is 
called for. 

We are decidedly of the opinion that it will 
neither be unwise nor unjust to decline to 
hand over the monopoly of the rapid transit 
business of this city to Jay Gould or the cor - 
poration over which he presides, 


Jay Gould Impudenée. 
From the New York Times, March 20, 1880. 
It has been certain from the start that the 
people of this city, in their efforts to secure 
rapid transit would have to count upon the 


opposition of Jay Gould and the Manhattan 
Elevated Railway monopoly. The first open 
sign of its appearance is Mr. Gould’s impudent 
letter to Mayor Grant, suggesting that the Man- 
hattan system can be so developed as to furnish 
all the rapid transit facilities that are necessary. 
His plea is based in part on what the elevated 
railroads have already done for the city. 
Undoubtedly they have furnished a means 
of traveling up and down town far superior 
to the street railroads, and have for ten years 
served asa makeshift for rapid transit. Com- 
ing as an untried experiment at the time when 
the people were pushed to desperation for 
some relief frow the slow and overcrowed sur- 
face roads, they were treated with an nuowise 
liberality. They were allowed to occupy the 
open roadway of four important avenues to 
the sacrifice of public convenience and to the 
injury of private property, and to become a 
hideous deformity upon the face of the city. 
For the enormously valuable privilege of using 
the public streets they were required to 
pay the city nothing, and they have 
fought persistently against paying to private 
property owners compensation for their in- 
juries. By means of construction contracts 
their promoters contrived to conceal the cost 
of building and equipping the roads, and have 
prevented it from ever being definitely made 
known. There is reason to believe that the 
cost was more than covered by the bonds 
issued, and that the original stock of tne two 
com panies—§13 ,000,000—represented little or 
no actual paid up capital. 

They proceeded to establish a monopoly by 
organizing a tbird corporation to operate the 
roads of the other two, and finally effected a 
consolidation, doubling the amount of stock 
without paying in any new capital. The chief 
effort since has been to extract fromthe com- 
munity as large dividends as possible upon 
this enormously inflated stock. Incidentally, 
these operators, with Gould at their head, 
bave made millions by speculating with the 
properties. They set out deliberately to 
bankrupt the Manhattan Co., inducing the 
Attorney-General of the State to aid them, 
and then gobbied up its depreciated 
stock and established their monopoly. They 
resisted the reduction of fares from 10 cents 


and extended their accommodations only as 


their trains became crowded to suffocation. | As 


They fought against just taxes on the value 
of their property. Mr. Gould speaks of the 
share of the public burdens which the Man- 
battan Co. bears, but he knows that it enjoys 
a most valuable right of way in the public 
streets for nothing, and is assessed upon a 
very low valuation of its actual prop- 
erty. Among his preposterous claims is 
one that attributes whoily to the elevated 
roads the great increase in the value of city 
real estate which followed the recovery from 
the long financial depression and the revival 
of business in 1879-80, and the accompanying 
growth of the city. 

The Mannattan Co. bas earned no title what- 
ever to special consideration dy its past con- 
duct, but quite the contrary. But Mr. Gould 
claims that it can pow afford all the rapid tran- 
sit facilities that are necessary. The fact is that 
it can afford none at all. Its trains run at the 
rate of twelve miles an bour, which is not 
rapid transit, and the rate cannot be safely 
increased. It is all very pleasant to ride above 
ground with an abundance of {sunlight and 
fresh air, when the trains are not so crammed 
that comfort is out of the question, but the 
present need is rapidity and more room. A 
person sbould be able to go from the City Hall 
to Central Park in ten minutes, to Harlem in 
fifteen, and the utmost limit of the city in half 
an hour. Mr. Gould pretends that with en- 
larged terminal facilities the Manhattan com 
pany could provide all the room needed, and 
witha third track for express trains down 
in the morning and up at night could furnish 
rapid transit for through passengers. But 
terminal facilities would not increase the ca- 
pacity of the present roads, which are crowd- 
ed at certain hours with trains as near to- 
gether as they can be safely run, and heavier 
than the structure was intended to bear, and 
are crammed with one-half more passengers 
than they can decently carry. A third track 
is out of the question. It would require new 
supports and ineumber and darken 
the streets still more, and it 
would not be safe to run rapid 
trains on these shaky structures. Moreover, 
quicker travel is needed, not only to Harlem 
River and beyond, butto the Grand Central 
Station, the Park and other intermediate 
points. It is needed, notsimply in the morn- 
ing one way and at night the other way, but 
both ways all the time. This miserable make- 
shift would not serve the purpose of meeting 
the present need and promoting the develop- 
ment of the great residence section of the city 
above the Harlem, which ought to be made 
speedily available for homes for the people. 

Jay Gould’s object in these impudent claims 
and plausible representations is to hlader and 
obstruct the efforts for rapid transit and main- 
tain the Manhattan Elevated monopoly at the 
expense of the comfort and convenience of 
the people and the public interests of the city. 
These he would sacrifice for his personal 
profit any time and to any extent. But this 
Manhattan system should not be permitted to 
standin the way of progress and improve- 
ment, and, fortunately, Mr. Gould's reputa- 
tion for probity and public spirit is such that 
his representations and claims will have no in- 
fluence whatever. What isto be watched for 
and guarded against is his underhand and cor- 
rupt effortsto defeat the public demand for 
rapid transit.

HE Oity of St. Louis has 
had for years a reputa- 
tion all over the United 
States as a city which 
does not do things halt 
way when it comes to the 
question of providing 
amusement and sénter- 
tainment for its people 
and their country cousins. 
A plan is now afoot fora 
display next fall which 
will enhance the already 
high reputation of the 
city. 

It is generally conceded that the Wiumina- 
tion of the streets will not have the desired 
drawing powers. When Bt. Louis first carried 
out the Idea it was a novelty and astrong 
drawing card. The success of St. Louls in- 
duced other cities east, west, north and south 
to follow the lead and do likewise, all on a 
smaller scale, but on a scale large enough to 
make the iliuminated street commonplace. 
The very popularity of the plan has been the 
cause of its losing its charm at each successive 
year. In two years more the fact that every 
atreet in St. Louls was to be illuminated 
would not be novel enough to draw people to 
the town from the surrounding country. 

What is wanted is a novelty, something on- 
tirély new and something greater in extent 
and brilliancy than anything produced before. 
The committee of citizens who have 
bad charge of the illumination acknow!l- 
edge that a new plan must de 
devised and executed which will draw people 
to St. Louis during Fair week from all parts 
of the conntry and keep them here as long as 
possible. With this idea in mind, Mr. Geo. 


B. Thomson hit upon a plan which, if carried 
out, will fill the want completely. 

Mr. Thomson's plan is to give a grand dis- 
peer of fireworks for three successive nights 
during Fair week. 

THE PLAN. 

In explanation of the plan Mr. Thomson 
said: 1 have been in communication for 
sometime with Jas. Pain 4 Sons of London 
and a number of other manufacturers 
of fireworks. Pain writes that they have 
made a great many improvements and 
have hitupona number of new ideas in the 
matter of pyrotechnics. The advancement 
made inthat directionin the last few years 
will make it possible to give nextfalia dis- 
play that has never been equaled anywhere. 

The pian is to give it on the river, where it 
can be witnessed from the levee. A better 
place could fot be found. The riveris wide 
enough, the water effects will be better than 
any that could be obtained on land and, be- 
sides, everybody could see. You could put 
all of St. Louis and all of the country cousins 
on the Levee and every one of them would 
have a good view of the whole display.

MAPLE SUGAR. 


Indications of a Plentiful and Profitable 
Crop In New York. ‘ 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 
MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., March 23.—The season 
of maple sugar making has opened favorably 
and early samples of the crop are going for- 
ward to market. The sugar orchards at this 
date last year were blocked up by the snow of 
the great blizzard to such an extent that the 
crop was cut very short. There is no snow to 
hinder the sugar makers’ work now, and the 
pect is good for a large crop. The season 
— nich the trees furnish asufficient flow 
of sweet sap is of the briefest. 9 about 
March 20 and ending early in April. In this 
State the sugar makin r is carried 
on on a large scale in the belt of 
country lying along and adjacent to the Cat- 
skill, Shawangunk, Delaware and Adirondack 
Mountain ranges. This is the region where 
the hard or rock maple, the best sugar pro- 
ducing tree, flourishes in abundance. The 
most productive counties are Delaware, Ot- 
gego and Lewis, each of which is estimated to 
yield 600,000 pounds annually. The total 
uverage yearly production of the region indi- 
cated in the form of sugar or syrup is esti- 
mated at 8,000,000 pounds of the value, at 8 
cents a pound, of $640,000. Early sales have 
been made at the sugar orchards this season 
at 12 to 121 cents a pound. Ordinarily as the 
season advances the price declines to 6 or 8 
cents a pound.

The ic -a that this was a move inthe interest 
of salt trust people became general in the 
House, where the bill was broughtup for 
passage, and several members bitterly at- 
tacked the measure. Representative Connor, 
who introduced the bill. defended it on the 
ground that while he was as much opposed as 
anyone to the trusts, it was only a question of 
whether the great aggregation of capital in- 
volved should be locatedin Michigan to be 
controlled and taxed here. or forced to organ- 
ize in New York State. The bill was voted 
down by an overwhelming majority of 59 to 20, 
every mun in the House being called upon to 
put himself on record for or against the bill.

MAX HALLE, ONE OF ITS VICTIMS, COMES TO 
GRIEF IN DENVER. 


The Boy's Father Tells How He Learned 
to Gamble—The Manhattan Parlors 
and How He Was Compelled to Drive 
His Son and Companions Out of the 
Rooms With His Cane—A Story With a 
Moral. 


ARTIES claiming 
to have been vic- 
timized, have 
been sending tel- 
egrams from 
Denver, refiect- 
ing quite seri- 
ously upon the 
actions of one 
Max Halle of St. 
Louis, within the 
last few days. 
These have been 
received by the 
friends and rela- 
tives of that 
young man. The 
8 dispatches stat - 
ed that Halle, with two equally fast“ com- 
panions, had been carrying things with a high 
hand in Denver, squandering large sums of 
money over wine, women and the 
green cloth. The tin horn’’ gambler 
soon got hold ofthe trio and one of them is 
alleged to have lost $18,000 atasitting. Asa 
result, the two old ‘‘bloods’’ deserted Halle, 
who was forced to resort to alleged ‘‘confi- 
dence’’ and ‘‘skin’’ games to set him on his 
feet. The victims of bis operations, learning 
that his relatives resided in St. Louis, have 
been unusually diligent in their endeavors to 
effect a settlement, the boy having disap- 
peared. For the purpose of obtaining a fair 
statement of the case, a PoOst- DISPATCH ro- 
porter this morning called on Mr. Louis Halle, 
at his place of business on St. Charles street, 
and invited that gentleman to set the matter 
in a true light before the pubiic. Mr. Halle 
then made a ciean breast of the whole affair 
by saying: To begin at the beginning of my 
son’s trouble, let me say that at one time no 
young man in St. Louis was of better moral 
character than Max Halle. He never went 
out at night, saved his money, had no vices 
or evil habite whatever, and attended to his 
business with the strictest application. For 
nearly two years he was with the grocery 
firm of Kraft, Holmes & Co., and when he 
gave up his position to go into business with 
me that firm gave him a most excellent recom- 
mendation, both as to ability and character. 
He was with me for some time and I found 
him perfectly honest and honorable in every 
respect. Wewere then living on West Olive 
street, and about this time a pool and dice 
room run by John F. Donovan was started up 
in that vicinity. From that time I date my 
son's downfall. Before I was aware of

he had become a regular inmate of the 
Place, and Iwas soop called upon to settle 
several bills which Max had there contracted.
